1 . The Amendment filed on 2/13/2009 has been entered. Claims 1-15 are still 
pending in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Applicant's Remarks, filed on 2/13/2009, with 
respect to claims 16-30 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 16-30 has been withdrawn after Applicant cancelled claims 16-30, respectively. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The instant application is directed to a method of estimating a transmission 
channel in a digital communications system including a receiver for receiving signal 
bursts of a communications signal via the transmission channel. Each independent 
claim identifies uniquely distinct features, which the cited references cannot teach or 
suggest, " determining a desired synchronization position and a desired size of the 
equalizer window by calculating an error measure based on the received signal burst 
and the determined estimates for a number of selected values of the synchronization 
position and of the size of the egualizer window, where the values of the size of the 
egualizer window are selected between predetermined upper (mu) and 

lower (ml) bounds ".

4. Regarding 35 U.S.C. 1 01 issues of claim 1 , claim 1 is inherently tied to another 
statutory category (such as a particular apparatus) because the claimed step of 
"receiving a signal burst of the communications signal over the transmission 
channef is performed by the receiver for receiving signal bursts of a communications 
signal via the transmission channel as recited in the preamble.
